At  one  lime  the  workmen  on  the 
Washington  Monument  were  a  good 
deal  annoyed  to  And  that  a  plumb  line 
that  r.  ached  from  the  top  to  the  bottom 
of  thu  shaft  was  freipiently  meddled 
with.

W  ealth  of  tho  Ocean. 

Sailing  in  the  .lolin  Williams  north- 
cast  ol  Lord  llnwc's  Island,  at  dawn  ol 
llucembur  I'Jth  u.t..  tho  ocean  swarmed 
with  small  Ush  resembling  S|)rats.  .''^oa 
birds  hovered  above,  .  gorging  to  their 
hearts'  conlcnt.  ^  hurt^  afterward 
shoals  of  bonito  (Thynnus  pelamys) 
eamo  along  in  hot  pursuit,  ^^  ith  hall 
a  do/.on  pearl  oystt^r  hooks,  and  no  bait 
whatever,  in  leas  than  an  hour  we 
cautrlil  one  hundred  and  s  xleen 
bonito,  the  greater  part  of  which  was 
salted  down.  Throuehout  tim  day  we 
were  slowly  sailing  through  a  count- 
less multitude  of  bonito.  After  Cap- 
tain'i'urpie  had  desired  the  Kshers  to 
cease  their  occupation  (as  our  salt  was 
done),  one  or  Lvo  iiirtively  and  cruelly 
iniu^ed  thein.solvfls  by  ealcliiug  these 
line  lish  and  throwing  thmn  back  alive 
into  the  ocean.  We  might  easily  have 
caught  a  oounle  of  IhocMnd before  sun- 
set Ihrongnoni  the  following  nignt 
the  sea  w.i8  Illuminated;  for  as  the 

I  bonito  rushed  throusrh  the  water  near 
the  surface  they  became  phosphor  * 
cent— a  sight  never  to  be  loigotten  by 
those  who  witues.sed  it.

FittinK  Stock  for  Winter. 

When  sloi^k  has  been  fitted  for  rough- 
log  it,  which,  of  course,  means  feeding 
up  to  meet  cold  weather,  the  owner  is 
in  a  position  to  choose  between  carry- 
ing over  to  spring  or  longer,  or  send- 
ing forward  to  market  at  any  tim«; 
that  is,  if  ho  has  fed  up  to  such  a  stale 
of  fatness  as  will,  more  surely  than 
any  other,  enable  the  animal  to  resist  a 
low  degree  of  tomperatiire  without  dis- 
comfort. If  a  thick  wall  of  sawdust 
around  a  body  of  ine  preserves  it  from 
raeltlni;  in  hot  weather  longer  than  a 
thin  wall,  then,  on  the  same  principle, 
a  thick  wall  of  adipose  under  the  hide 
of  a  farm  beast  protects  the  animal 
from  readily  sulToring  by  exposure  to 
cold.  l  iio  sawdust  in  the  one  case  is 
tlio  non-conductor  which  prevents  an 
Interchange  of  temperature  oetween  the 
ice  within  the  wall  and  the  hot  air  with- 
out, while,  reversinsr  the  order,  the 
layer  of  fat  nnder  the  hide  of  the  an- 
imal prevents  the  transferof  cold  to  the 
inner  tissues,  be'ng  a  non-conductor, 
ei|imlly  ellicient  w:i.h  the  wall  of  saw- 
dust ill  the  other  ca.se.  The  wall  of  fat 
once  plaucd  beneath  tho  hide  is.  if  fair 
protection  be  given,  somewhat  easily 
held  there;  whim  it  Is  hardly  possible 
to  put  on  this  layer  dmring  winter' scold 
without  extra  prateotion  Irom  the  low 
temperature. 

Hence  the  wisdom  of  seAng  to  it 
early  in  the  season,  while  Hesh  is  easily 
aoijuired,  that  the  ga  n  is  pnl  on  which 
is  sure  to  be  required  when  the  mer- 
cury falls  low  down  In  the  tube. 
Roughing  it  is  nothing  else  than  insti- 
tuting a  warfare  between  the  tissues  of 
which  the  animal  Is  marie  up  and  the 
elements  Vrithout.  A  njomjut's  reflec- 
tion will  eonvineo  any  one  of  the  utter 
wastefulness  of  dealing  out  food  three 
times  a  day  in  such  free  qnanlilies  as 
are  required  if  feed  is  depended  on  to 
keep  up  the  animal  warmth,  reasonably 
comfortable  shelter  being  denied  when 
the  weather  is  decidedly  cold.  Dr. 
Playfair  likened  the  body  of  a  beast  to 
a  furnace  in  which  fuel  is  consumed  to 

firoduce  heat,  as  the  principle  i.s  (|uitc 
ike  the  feeding  of  fariti  animals,  in  so 
far  as  the  food  is  given  to  maintain  the 
animal  heat,  't'he  contiiiui^d  tendency 
towards  eqnallMtion  in  temperature  of 
bodies  and  substances  In  contact,  acts 
upon  live  animals  exposed  to  contact 
with  the  outer  air,  and  hence,  when 
the  temperature  goes  down  there  is  a 
struggle  within  the  body  in  its  effort  to 
pre-"  70  its  normal  temperaturi!.  This 
eft'oii  may  be  aptly  likened  to  tlial  made 
to  warm  a  room  with  a  heater,  but  lit- 
tle fuel  being  required  when  the  cut- 
side  temperature  is  well  up,  for  the  nor- 
mal temperature  or  the  animal  body  is 
easily  maintained  under  like  nircuni- 
stanees  without  a  special  provision  of 
food  lor  this  purpose. 

Fitting  stock  for  roughing  it  is  very 
Hnpiolili.bl(!  as  a  iireliminary  ])rocoss, 
because  the  term  implies  exercise. 
Without  the  out-door  exercise  in  in- 
clement as  well  as  in  all  other  kinds  of 
weather,  the  teem  roughing  it  would 
hardly  apply.  Exercise,  in  proportion 
to  its  extent,  calls  for  increased  action 
of  the  lungs  and  heart,  aud  this  lung 
action  wastes  the  living  t'ssues  rapidly. 
It  follows  tiial  ipiietness  and  seclusion 
are  the  means  to  be  used  for  saving  the 
tissues.  Therefore  to  feed  .up  for  ex- 
posure during  winter  involves  a  great 
waste  during  the  preliminary  as  it  does 
during  the  bnal  experiences.  But  in 
this  day  wo  hope  no  one  will  persist  in 
the  heterodox  notion  that  it  is,  in  any 
sense,  wise  to  build  up  durins  summer 
valuable  material  that  is  to  be  ruthless- 
ly siiusndered  during  the  cold  months. 
With  flesh  produoers,  the  making  of 
edible  flesh  »  a  slow  and  expensive 
process,  and  flesh  onse  put  on  should 
in  no  case  be  parted  with.  If  domestic 
animals  oould  he  fattened  as  rapidly  as 
tho  carnivora  are  when  they  arQ  full 
fed  then  the  task  would  indeed  be  easy. 
hut  the  carnivora  eat  Hesh  and  tissue 
having  the  constituents  of  their  own 
bodie«ready  prepared,  while  domestic 
animals  are  built  up  by  a  slow  process 
from  materials  which,  while  made  up 
of  constituents  measurably  like  the 
body,  are  still,  in  the  main,  quite  unlike 
it.  But  it  is  doubtless  a  wise  provision 
that  the  flesh  counted  good  for  use  as 
human  food  is  put  on  oy  a  slow  pro- 
cess, otherwise  it  would  be  flabby  and 
oily;  would  ihrlak  in  the  pot  and  vaa* 
Ish  before  a  eold  Vlut—NaHoiut  Live

To  make  glui^ 
the  bones  are  dissolved  in  muriatio  aoid, 
whioh  takes  away  tho  phosphate  of  lime, 
the  soft  residue,  retaining  the  shape  of 
the  bone,  dissolved  in  boiling  water, 
eait  into  sqmuea  and  dried  CO  neta,  The 
lihoipliate  of  lime,  acted  npon  by  snlph- 
nrio  aoid  and  ealoined  with  carbon,  pro-

The  flesh  is  distilled  to  obtain  tbu  car- 
bonate of  ammonia;  the  rosultiug  moss

The  late  Senator  Lot  M.  Morrill,  of 
Maine,  represenlod  (hu  purest  and  best 
methods  in  politics,  as  bis  successor, 
James  G.  Bluiiie,  icpresent.s  flic  worst, 
riio  vh'tir  f.n'ta  of  Hluinc's  ten  years' 
leaiior.sliip  of  the  paily  in  Maiuc  loaves 
no  doubt  on  that  point.  When  Senator 
Morrill  resigned  tlio  Senatorslilp  to  ac- 
cept the  Treasury  portfolio  under  ( 1  rniit. 
U  will  be  remembered,  Mr.  Blaine  was 
appointed  bis  snecossor.  SBiiatm-  Mor- 
rilf  died  here  eiglitenn  months  afro.  His 
widow,  who  is  the  flaupjiiter  <if  tlio  lato 
Mr.  Vance,  who  in  his  day  was  oni' of 
the  most  prominent  citizens  of  this  sec- 
tion, lives  in  a  pleasant  home  on  Win- 
throp  street  this  city.  She  is  a  lady 
evifleiitly  of  preat  force  of  character 
and  was' the  valued  associate,  contidant 
and  liolpmato  of  her  distinj^uished  hus- 
band, lioth  in  the  Executive  Mansion  of 
this  Slate  and  during  tlie  many  years  of 
his  residence  at  Wiishinglon  as  Senator 
and  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Mrs.  Morrill  was  recently  surprised 
t9  reoeiva  from  Ohio  an  offlcial  letter 
directed  to  her  late  husband.  Opening 
it  she  found  It  to  be  a  very  importunate 
appeal  lo  Sen.itor  Morrill  to  visit  Ohio 
and  to  lend  liis  aid  to  savinj;  tin'  Sl.ate 
to  Mr.  Blaine.  Mrs.  Morrill  turned  Iho 
■beetOVer  and  wrntc  on  its  back  an  in- 
dignant reply  and  mailed  it  forthwith 
to  the  gentlemen  wlio  had  signed  the 
appeal 

The  Herald  correspondent  called  on 
Mrs.  Morrill  at  her  residence  this  even- 
ing. She  is  still  in  deep  mourninsr  and 
consented  to  receive  the  visilwilli  i;rcat 
reluctance,  but  she  said  that  tlie  exi- 
gency creati^l  by  Mr.  HIaine  s  niiniina- 
tion  Is  so  impuriani  that  she  was  con- 
vinced all  piirate  feelings  should  be 
subordinate  to  It.  As  her  husband  had 
been  one  of  the  most  distinguished,  loy- 
al and  upright  memljcrs  of  the  Hcpub- 
licSn  party,  as  he  bad  assisted  m  its 
formation,  had  lieen  one  of  its  lirst 
(ioveniDrs  elected  in  this  State,  and 
held  its  traditions  and  its  principles 
faithl'ullv  until  his  last  conscious  mo- 
ment, she  knew  that  if  alive  to-day  he 
would  feel  that  it  was  discraced  by  the 
nomination  of  Mr.  Hlaiue  as  its  candi- 
date for  Presideul,  and  that  it  had  let 
go  of  all  that  had  made  its  existence 
neces.sary  to  the  country.

bonds.  Mr.  Ulaine,  as  he  diil  to  Mulli- 
gan, inipurtutied  iny  husiiand  with  tears 
and  entreaties  to  use  his  inlIuen»o  to 
save  liim.  When  my  husband  resigned 
to  go  into  the  Cabinet,  it  was  generally 
understood,  and  my  husband  so  nnder- 
stood,  that  Governor  Chamberlain 
wonld  be  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
Instead,  and  to  the  surprise  of  ever; 
one.  Governor  Connor  appointed  Mr. 
Blaine,  then  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress and  under  charges  in  that  body,  to 
the  vacancy." 

As  Mrs.  Morrill  intimated,  the  ap- 
jioiutment  of  Mr.  Blaine  to  the  vacancy 
was  evidently  to  save  him  from  the 
fnrtlier  investigation  and  the  inevitable 
incriminating  verdict  of  the  commit- 
tee. Governor  Connor  had  his  reward. 
He  is  now  Pension  Agent  for  ibis  State, 
the  best  oBice  next  to  the  Collector-

In  Opposition  te  Franltlin. 

As  a  matter  of  course  tbe  new  doo< 
trine  of  Franklin  and  bis  allies  was  not 
received  without  considerable  opposi- 
tion. A  sharp  shock  of  an  earthquake 
having  been  experienced  in  Massachu- 
setts in  175,'),  this  was  forthwith  atirili- 
uted  to  the  evil  inlliicnccs  of  Kranklin's 
lightnine;  rods.  A  Uostou  clergyniai> 
preached  against  tbom  in  1770  as  "im- 
pious contrivances  to  prevent  the  exe- 
cution of  tbe  wrath  of  Heaven."  Even 
as  late  as  1836  an  engineer  in  the  em- 
ployment of  the  British  (Jovernnient 
recommended  that  all  lightning  rods 
should  Im  removed  from  pulilic  build- 
ings as  dangcnius  c\|iediculs,  and  in 
is.is  the  (iovcrnor-ticncral  and  Council 
of  the  Kast  India  Coinpauy  ordered  ! 
that  all  lightning  rods  should  be  re- 
moved from  public  buildings,  arsenals 
and  powder  magaT'.ines  throughout 
Inilia.  and  only  became  reconciled  to 
their  restoration  after  a  large  magii/.ine 
and  corning  house,  not  furnished  with 
a  ciinductor,  had  been  blown  up  du'iu;; 
a  stonn.  Franklin  was  so  much  in 
earnest  in  reference  to  his  in 
vention  that  he  sent  a  friend  at  his  cwn 
charee  through  the  principal  towni  of 
the  New  England  States  to  ,mako 
known  the  jpowera  and  virtues  of  the 
lightning  rotf.  In  the  "Poor  Richard" 
for  I7.')H,  ft  kind  of  almanac  or  manual 
which  he  was  at  that  time  puhlishiiii;, 
be  irave  specific  instructions  for  the 
erection  of  his  rods.  The  second  ooii- 
diictor  which  he  himself  constructed 
was  placed  upon  the  house  of  Mr. 
West,  a  wealthy  merchant  of  Pbllodel- 
phia.  A  few  months  after  this  had 
been  erected  a  storm  burst  over  tho 
Knvn  and  a  tl.ash  of  lightning  was  S(>en 
to  strike  the  point  of  Iho  cdiiiliirior 
and  lo  spread  it.self  out  at  a  sheet  of 
llaine  at  its  base.  It  was  afterward 
found  that  about  two  inches  and  a  half 
of  the  brass  point  bad  been  dissipateii 
into  the  air,  and  that  immediately  be- 
neath the  metal  was  melted  into  the 
form  of  an  irregular,  blunt  cap.  The 
house.nevertheless,wasi|uito  uniniured. 
The  sheet  of  llanic  seen  at  the  base  of 
tbe  conductor  Franklin  correctly  as- 
cribed to  tbe  ground  having  licen  very 
<liy  and  to  there  not  having  been  a  siif- 
Uoientiv  capacious  earth  contact  under 
those  circumstances.  He  nevertheless 
shrewdly,  and  quite  justiliably.  assumed 
that  in  I  his  case  nature  had  itself  pro- 
nounced an  unmistakable  verdict  in 
favor  of  his  invention.— fcfi'nfruryA  Be- 
view. 

Uerman  Nerrants. 

In  their  own  country  they  are  ad- 
mirable,  clean,  obliging  and  wonder- 
fully hard  wcu'kiiig,  but  they  lack  the 
finish  of  good  l-^uglish  servants.  One 
great  merit  they  certainly  possess- 
though  orderly  in  their  work,  yet  if  the 
daily  routine  "is  interrupted,  thev  are 
not  utterly  upset  and  demorali/.cd.  Out 
servant  kept  eight  rooms  clean,  and 
very  clean,  never  a  speck  of  dust  to  be 
seen,  cooked  for  herself  and  the  land- 
lady, fclclicil  ourdinner  from  the  restau- 
rant, carried  up  to  our  etage  (the 
second)  all  the  wood  and  water  that 
was  rei|uired,  scrubhed  the  stairs  and 
passage  every  week,  and  yet  was 
always  ready  to  run  a  message  or  post 
a  letter,  and,  dressed  in  her  best,  fre- 
quently went  with  mo  to  tbe  evening 
concert,  and  came  back  lo  fetib 
me  at  ten  o'clock.  She  was  never 
in  bed  till  eleven,  and  was  at 
work  by  six,  neat  and  smiling, 
with  no  shade  of  the  weary,  jadeil 
look  so  sad  to  see  in  an  English 
"slavey."  It  is  a  mistake  to  suppose 
that  wages  are  very  low  in  Certiiany: 
£■20  is  a  very  usual  sum  for  a  cook,  and 
one  servant  wc  bad  in  our  bulging 
when  she  married  bad  flu  in  tlie  sav- 
ings bank.  The  economy  in  a  (ieriiian 
household  is  that  tbe  servants  live  verv 
plainly,  and  one  does  the  work  that 
with  us  would  be  divided  between  two 
or  three.  Tbe  feeling  of  attachment 
and  interest  In  "the  honor  of  the 
family,"  observable  in  .Scotch  .servants, 
is  very  general,  and  without  undue 
familiarity  'iernian  servants  ari'  al- 
lowed to  share  in  the  joys  and  sorrows 
(if  (lieir  employers.  The  men  servants 
are  strikingly  free  from  the  insolent 
swagger  of  '".leames,"  and  show  tbe 
same  simplicity  of  nature  as  their  mas- 
ters. I  remember  a  trilling  incident 
which  greatly  amused  me.  When  I 
was  going  to  an  audience  at  a  royal 
Sellings,  as  I  got  out  of  Ihe  carriago  a 
bow  of  my  sash  caui;hl  in  Ihe  door  and 
was  torn  oil'.  "(  ),  what  a  pity,  (inadiges 
Fraulein!"  exclaimed  one  of  tho  llun- 
kies  who  was  assisting  me.  "Never 
mind,  I  can  pin  it  on!"  and,  producing 
a  pin,  he  carried  out  his  promise  with 
a  neat-handedness  worthy  of  an  old 
soldier,  which  no  doubt  he  was. — Tem- 
plt  Bar.  

Ignarant  Hotlens  Abont  the  Sun  and 
Moon. 

By  the  Hurons  tbe  moon  is  called  tho 

creator  of  the  earth  and  grandmother 
of  the  sun;  in  the  niyilisof  theOttawas 
it  is  an  old  woman  with  a  pleasant 
white  face  the  sister  of  tho  day-star. 
The  Chiquitos  call  the  moon  their 
mother,  and  the  Navajos  make  it  a 
rider  on  a  mule.  Where  tbe  planets 
are  worshipped,  preference  in  honors 
is  generally  accorded  to  the  brighter 
and  more  conspicuous  star  of  day.  But 
the  Botocudos  of  Brazil  give  the  higher 
place  to  tRe  moon,  and  derivo  most  of 
the  phenomena  of  nature  from  it;  and 
in  Central  America  and  Hayti  are  also 

Keople  who  hold  tbe  moon  in  no  less 
onor.  Curiously,  these  people  find 
their  counterparts  among  trioes  of  West- 
ern, Southero,  and  Central  Africa,  who 
rejoice  with  dancing  and  feasts  at  each 
appearance  of  the  new  moon,  and  ex- 
pect an  improvement  of  their  condition 
from  its  bcnelicent  inlbatnce:  and  thev 
are  not  so  far  removed  from  the  supcr- 
Btitious  women  of  civilized  Kiirope  and 
America,  who  wait  for  the  incre.'tse  of 
tho  moon  to  change  their  dwelling,  to 
cut  their  hair,  to  be  married,  and  to 
oaptize  their  children.  A  belief  existed 
among  tbe  ancient  Mexicans  and  Peru- 
vians, the  Natchez  of  the  Mississippi, 
and  the  .\ppalachians  of  Florida,  that 
the  sun  was  the  radiant  abode  of  dead 
chiefs  and  braves.  To  the  Esipiimax 
of  Labrador  belongs  the  honor  of  hav- 
ing discovered  that  the  moon  was  the 
paradise  for  the  g;ood,  while  the  wicked 
were  consigned  to  a  hole  in  the  earth; 
although  some  of  tbe  South  American 
Indians  and  the  Polynesians  of  Tokelau 
may  be  nearly  abreast  of  them  in  the 
competition — 0.  MulUr  Fram^tein, 


Cod,  Hrrrini;  and  Mackerel. 

One  of  the  most  important  of  the 
bheries,  whather  we  recaid  the  num- 
ber takan,  the  size  of  the  flsh  or  the 
commercial  value  of  the  product,  is  the 
eod  fishery.  The  cod  is  a  aeep-sea 
lish,  ■  never  met  with  in  fresh  waters, 
and  leaving  the  deepest  parts  of  tlicsea 
for  Iho  shallow  banks  only  in  spawning 
time,  and  returning  after  the  season  is 
over.  The  cod  is  found  on  tho  Knglish 
and  Irish  coasts,  in  most  northern 
seal,  and  last  but  not  least,  on  the  banks 
of  Newfoundland,  which  seems  to 
\m  its  great  spawning  or  breed- 
ing grounds.  The  number  of  lish 
actually  caught  on  the  banks  of 
Newfoundland  is  almost  past 
ealculalion.  It  was  estinialod  last  \oar 
at  1,t7,OIX),U0ii,  and  the  catch  in"  the 
rest  of  the  world  was  perhaps  quite  as 
large,  making  the  total  almost  beyond 
belief.  The  cod  is  relished  by  aU  na- 
tions living  in  the  tropical  parts  of  the 
world,  and  is  consequently  in  high  de- 
mand for  food,  and  the  supply  has 
never  been  ecpial  to  the  demand.  From 
the  cod  come  several  products  -the  roe, 
\ch  of  aliout  i.OlK)  eggs,  tho  sound,  as 
it  is  called,  or  air-blg[dder,  composed  of 
almost  pure  gelatine,  the  oii  and  sev- 
eral others. 

Perhaps  next  in  importance  to  the 
cod  is  the  herring  lishery,  tho  common 
herring  being  found  on  nearly  every 
last  of  Furope  and  America.  The 
number  of  men  employed  in  the  herring 
lishery  is  about  lOU.OlK),  and  other  na- 
tions of  Europe  combined  have  perhaps 
as  m.-iny  more.  The  abundance  of 
herrings  in  tbe  sea  is  wonderful;  in  the 
season,  the  shoals  where  they  go  show 
tbe  water  for  many  feet  deep  actually 
thick  with  them.  Tho  schools  are 
often  ton  miles  long  by  live  miles  broad 
and  of  unknown  depth,  the  track  of 
the  school  being  indicated  to  the  iisbers 
in  the  daytime  by  the  presence  of  vast 
swarms  of  birds  ana  voracious  fish 
which  prey  upon  them,  and  at  night,  by 
the  phosphorescence  of  the  water.  The 
abundance  of  the  herrings  on  tho  fishing 
grounds  is  not  always  the  samo.  In 
1H72  they  appeared  in  such  profusion 
that  at  a  single  cast  of  the  nets  as 
many  as  .iO.uiK)  were  often  secured, 
while  last  year  tbe  fishermen  of  Lowe- 
stoft caught  in  two  days  22,000,000  fish, 
so  great  a  catch  being  far  beyond  the 
curing  power  of  all  flie  people  of  tho 
town,  and  hundreds  of  Ions  had  t<i  be 
sold  for  manure.  The  herrings  are 
caught  with  nets,  and  it  is  not  usually 
practicable  to  use  steam  power  to  any 
gre,it  extent  in  the  li.shcries,  though  it 
mav  be  applied  to  the  purpose  of  baul- 
ingm  the  nets,  drying  the  fish  and  in 
some  few  other  w^.  At  present 
many  of  tbe  fishing  boats  take  out  car- 
rier pigeons  with  Ihem  to  bring  back 
intelligence  of  the  catch,  so  that  the 
peojile  who  work  on  shore  shall  be  able 
to  make  arrangements  for  caring  for 
the  hsh  as  soon  as  the  Ixiatji  arrive. 
The  herring  fisheries  of  North  Caro- 
lina are  very  important  accessories  to 
the  wealth  of  that  Slate,  the  catch  be- 
ing generally  very  large.  The  seines 
used  are  sometimes  as  much  as  a  mile 
and  a  half  long,  and  are  drawn  in  bv 
steam  power,  as  many  as  ,SOO,000  tish 
being  often  taken  1^  one  seine  in  a 
single  day. 

The  mackerel  fisheries  areof  iteadilj 
growing  importance,  tbe  value  of  tbe 
tish  for  food  and  its  delicacy  rendering 
it  every  year  in  greater  demand. 
.Mackerel  'are  found  in  Ihe  localities 
usually  frcciuented  by  cod  and  herring, 
and  arc  caught  by  moans  of  hook  and 
line.  Like  herring,  they  move  it, 
schools,  but  not  in  tlie  sa  ne  numbers. 
The  method  of  detecting  their  presence 
is  very  curious.    The  mackerel  is  a

Sights  in  Central  America. 

At  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  w« 
started  on  tho  l  erro  Cunil  llailroad 
for  Rio  Sucio.  Wo  rode  until  four  it. 
the  afternoon  through  a  wondroii* 
country.  On  either  side  for  miles  were 
hundreds  of  banana  plantations  in 
different  stagA  of  growth.  One 
can  form  some  idea  of  tbe  vast 
number  of  banana-s  consumed  when 
they  see  these  plantations  and  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  bunches  ready 
for  shipment.  As  we  whi/.zed  through 
the  woods  fresh  beauties  would  greet  1  Im 
eye.  The  tallest  trees  I  ever  saw.  with 
apparently  no  bark,  loomed  up  against 
the  sky;  then  a  forest  of  cocoa  palm, 
cactus  and  many  other  l>eautiful  trees, 
and  below  a  perfect  jungle  of  shrub  and 
undergrowth.  In  these  very  tall  trees 
are  the  orchids,  or  air  plants,  so  choice 
and  expensive  in  the  North.  Their 
scarlet  blossoms  are  very  conspicuous 
in  the  midst  of  80  much  green.  From 
Rio  Sucio  we  started  for  San  .Jose  on 
horseback  and  immediately  began  the 
ascent  of  the  mountain.  There  was 
something  about  our  situation  awe- 
inspiring  that  for  a  time  wc  rode  on  in 
silence.  The  dizzy  heights  above,  the 
high  wall  on  one  side  and  gulf  or  val- 
ley on  the  other  revealed  by  the  dim 
light  of  tbe  lantern  which  light  our 
pathway.  The  scene  wai granobeyond 
description.  As  we  asoanded  we  conld 
see  the  mountains  high,  bich  above  us, 
and  looking  down,  the  valley  far,  far 
beneath.  Now  and  then  we  crossed  a 
mountain  stream  rushing  and  lumiMing 
down  the  precipice.  The  foliage  on  the 
mountain  side  is  dense  and  beautiful. 
Finally  we  began  the  descent,  and  for 
\welve  miles  this  was  a  most  trying; 
time.  Finally  we  were  met  by  Father 
Levkowicz  eight  miles  from  San  Jose, 
with  carriages,  and  a  few  miles  ovei 
rough  roads  brought  ns  to  the  little 
city.
